Conditions In Taylorsville Resulting From 
Flood Of Last Week.-Worse In History 
Of the Town.

week. The people in the little 
were completely taken 
awares and were absolutely ui 
pared to face the calamity. 

Mr. Harry Polk, of Taylorsville 
a caller at The Jeffersonian office 
last Monday, and gave a thrillini 
count of the inundation. He 
the people were not expecting the 
flood, and, coming so fast as it did, 

rounded and filled with water before 
anything could be done by the owi 
ers to save their property. Those 
living in one-story houses could only 
make a hurried escape and flee to 
some neighbor's home, and then tc 
seek refuge on the second floors, 
leaving their household goods at the 
mercy of the waters. 

"I sought safety in the telephi 
exchange," said Mr. Polk, "when 

t the night. Calls of distress 
came in so rapidly that the over- 
worked operator could hardly an- 
swer, and, what distressed me so 
greatly, was the fact that all those 
calls for aid practically went 
naught from the fact that no 
could be rendered. There were 
boats in town at that time. Some 
heroic attempts at rescue were made 
by men on horseback, but the w 
was so deep and swift that not much 
could be accomplished in this I 
r. No loss of life resulted, but this 
a wonder, as there were many 
thrilling rescues made." 

Here Mr. Polk modestly told of 
how he stripped and plunged into the 
icy waters to rescue his friend, Dr. 
Thos. Shirley, who was water-bound 
his store and could not swim to 
safety. Mr. Polk succeeded in carry- 
ing his friend to a second-story build- 
ing across the street. 

"No estimate can be accurately 
placed as to the extent of the loss 
suffered by the people," continued 
Mr. Polk. "Stocks of merchandise, 
household goods, etc., were in many 
instances a complete loss, besides the 
attendant damage to stores ai 
dwellings. Water entered sor 
buildings to a depth of twelve feet 
more, and the current was so swi 
at many places that it is almost 
miracle that many lives were n 
lost Owing to the destruction of 
the stocks of goods in the stores, suf- 
fering and privation was only avert- 
ed by the prompt response given in 
rushing provisions to the stricken 
place by citizens of Louisville, Flsh- 
erville, and the good people of the 
county outside the town. Every 
house in the town was inundated, 
you can imagine the horrors of the 
flood, which was the worse in 
history of the town. Many persons 
are trying to dispose of their prop- 
erty in view of leaving the town, and 
as a consequence, a depreciation in 
values will surely result, in addition

Reclaiming Poor Farms. 

On the question oi reclaiming im- 
poverished lands, the question has 
been asked, "What are the legumin- 

farmsV" Mr. J. G. Blair, in the Ken- 
tucky Farmer, says: "Use red clover, 
alfalfa, cow jeas, crimson, alsike and 
white clovers all furnish nitrogen to 
the soil." As it seems almost impos- 
sible to get a good stand of clover, I 
would advise sowing cow peas at the 
last cultivation of the crop, as 
in July as possible. When the ci 
cut disk ithe ground well, cutting up 
the pea vines and drill to wheat. An 
increase in the yield will result. The 
crop of cow peas will return to 
soil the nitrogen drawn out by 
corn and the vines disked into 
ground will ;.dd the humus needed for 
following crops. After raisinf 
crop of peas you can surely get a good 
stand of closer by sowing early. 



The Cour: of Appeals last week 
handed down a decision sustaining the 
act of the Legislature, passed at the 
last .session, providing that when all 
the money allotted to a school district 
is not^used in one year it can be ap- 
plied to schools the year following 
and may go to the extension of the 
school term or to increase in the sal- 
aries of the teachers. This 
on appeal from the Franklin Circuit 
Court and was styled J. G. Crabbe, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
against the Board of Trustees of 
School District No. 24, in Webster 
county. The suit was to test the 
stitutionality of the act of last year. 
It is important to counties where the 
funds are rot large as, if the funds 
are not enough to maintain a school 
in one year, the amount to be re- 
ceived in two years can be combined 
and applied to one year of school 
work instead of splitting it. The de- 
cision of the court was written by 
Judge Barker.
